Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Attorney John Miller called to discuss the Final rejection of 
02/06/2007. In the discussion of claim 1, Examiner Tabone explained, as interpreted, Gruodis's test cycles is 
equivalent to a vector, each "vector" having 4 segments. During each test cycle (vector) 4 vectors are supplied to each 
test channel. Therfore, Guodis teaches the claimed "at least one segment within the first vector" as discussed. Attorney 
Miller acknowleged the he better understands Examiner's interpretation and will work on language that will better 
define this feature over the prior art. In the discussion of claim 12, Examiner Tabone agreed with the Applicants' 
arguments filed 1 1/24/06 after further consideration. Theodoseau combines "one of read macro 406, write macro 404 
"or" refresh macro 408 in accordance with a counter control 402 and does not combine "all" the macros (i.e. definition 
files) as claimed. The Examiner, however, suggested to Attorney Miller that claiming more detail of the claimed 
definition files and method of combining would possibly preclude claim 12 from being rejected with prior art from a 
subsequent search.
